REPORTS. 



PERIODICALS AND BOOK DEPOSITORY. 

The report fully endorses the Southwestern Advocate, and states 
that the financial condition of the Southwestern Methodist Publish- 
ing Company is healthy, and gives the following resolutions : 

I. That we adopt the Southwestern Advocate as the organ of 
our conference; express our thankfulness to God for its success, 
affirm our confidence in its management, commend it earnestly to 
the care and prayer of our people and pledge ourselves to its sup- 
port. 

II. That we nominate Gen. Cyme Bussey, Major J. G. Baden- 
hausen, Eev. Emperor Williams and Eev. M. C. Cole for re-election 
as trustees. 

The report also urges the necessity of a Book Depository in New 
Orleans, and concludes with 

Benolved, If the Church through its agents at New York does not 
establish a book depository in New Orleans, it is the sense of this 
Conference that the Southwestern Publishing Company, ought as 
soon as possible, open a Methodist Book Store. 



EDUCATION. 

The legislature of Louisiana has granted the New Orleans Uni- 
versity a charter, located in New Orleans, with such branch institu- 
tions as may be established in other parts of the State. Ad Utioaal 
property worth $6,000, has been purchased, and over three hundre I 
students have been in attendance during the past year. Twenty- 
four have received instruction in the Biblical Class. The Freed- 
m ens Aid Society continues its generous work of furnishing teachers 
and paying their salaries through Dr. Rust. 
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The Faculty at present consists of Rev. I. S: Leavitt, A- It, 
president; Prof. J. B. Willis, A. B; Miss Anna Fisher, Miss L. S. 
Morris and Miss L. W. Dosson. 

Resolved That we rejoice in the great prosperity of the New Or- 
Xe*ns^ corps of teacaers, and pledge 

our hearty co-operation and support for the future. 

Resolved That all money collected for educational purposes in the 
caStaSS be paid over to the treasurer of the Conference Educa- 
tional Society, to be expended in the New Orleans University. 

Resolved, That J. C. Hartzell, J. M. Bryan John Baldwin Geo. 
Dard£ James Hay ward, I. S. Leavitt, M. Q Cole and J. M. Vance 
be appointed trustees of Thomson University. 

STEWARDS REPORT.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 



The report discussed at length the great importance of this cause 
to our work, and urged by many reasons why the preachers should 
faithfally take the required collection. 

The Parent Board at Philadelphia, asks the whole church to raise 
$144,150 the present year, 1874, and of this amount, Louisiana is 
asked to raise $800 00. 
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The apportionments of Louisiana for 1874, are to the German 
work, $1500 00, and to the English work, $2000 00. It is thus 
seen that for every dollar the Conference is asked to raise, the Board 
of Church Extension proposes to give four dollars in return. 

The following report of the acting treasurer of the Conference 
Board shows h >w nobly the Parent Board has stood by our cause 
during 1873. Ten different churches have been aided, to the amount 
of $2450 00; $1450 00 of which have been donated.

TEMPERANCE. 

The report ably presented the subject, showing the absolute neces- 
sity of the Church being pure, and closes as follows: 

"We would urge n still tinner purpose on the part of our breth- 
ren, to discountenance by their own entire abstinence .herefrom, a 
practice which has become so prevalent, and which is so perfectly 
productive of crime, in so many forms throughout the iengih and 
bre adth of this v ast country-, so as to give no plea for indulgence to 
others, that as well by their example as rheir teaching, it may be 
known that the preachers of the Louisiana Conference of the M E. 
Church are genuine temperance men of a real temperance church." 



FREED MENS AID. 

The report acknowledges with pleasure the indispensible aid fur- 
nished by the Freedmens Aid Society, through its corresponding 
secretary Ray, Dr. R, S. Rust. That society has not only paid the 
salaries of the teachers in our institutions of learning but has also 
pledged $2000 00— one-third of which has been paid— toward pay* 
in- for additional property in New Orleans. 

"Resolved, That we will make an extra effort the corning year, to 
secure large collections for the Freedmens Aid Society."

MEMOIRS. 



Rev. Kbenezer Hayward. 



The subject afths s^tch died July 3, 1873, after a long and tedious 
illness a-ed 50 years. He was born in Maryland, and converted thirty- 
five years ago in Washington City. Twenty-five years ago he came to | 
this city and at once united with the Old Methodist Chirch. of which he 
continued a strict member. His contributions aided to build Wesley 
Chapel, and he was for many years a member of that Church. In 1852 
he was removed by his owner to Bayou Lafourche, where he suffered 
many persecutions for Christ's sake. He was forbidden to pray, but in 
the midst of his cruel troatme.it he remained firm in faith. In 1854 his | 
brother James was shot by the same owner for his devotion to Christ. 
He carries the scar of the wound to-day. These two brothers in perse- 
cution, as well as m the flesh, resolved to let come what would they would 
remain true to Christ. Many times, hidden away from their persecutor's 
sight and ear, did they lift up their hearts to God to hasten the time when 
the cruel power of slavery should be broken, and when they should be 
free to worship God unmolested. In Wesley Chapel, New Orleans, he was 
licensed au exhorter. In 1866, he joined the Mississippi Mission Confer- 
ence of the M E. Church— was ordained by Bishop Simpson and sent to 
Natchitoches, La. There he labored three years and brought many souls 
to Christ. His next appointment was to Alexandria, La., where he labored 
two years. He was then appointed to Union Bethel, New Orienns, and 
January, 1873, he was appointed to Simpson Chapel, New Orleans. Here | 
he was enabled to preach but two months, when his last sickness began. 
For four months he was confined to his bed. Most of the time during his I 
last illness his mind wai fix* d on Christ and his hope was clear. At one 
time after the do tors had given him up, through the influence of some 
superstitious friends, his mind became involved in doubt, but these were 
all cleared away, and his last hours were full of peace and joy. To his 
brother, the night before he died, he gave clear evidence of his accept- 1 
ance with God. He asked his brother James to sing 

What is this that steals upon my frame? 
Is it death ? 

He shouted the praise of God. He said : "I am on board. I am in I 
Christ. They will ask, Is Ebenezer dead ? Tell them no." He exhorted | 
the young men who had been called to the ministry to preach the word. 
He died at six o'clock, Thursday morning, July 3, 1873. The last word 
on his lips was Heaven I His funeral was attended by a great throng of | 
people in Wesley Chapel, New Orleans. 

Brother Hayward was a man of strength among us, and his place will | 
be difficult to fill. 



Rev. Samuel JL Small. 



Rev. Samuel M. Small, was bora in the State of Maryland, in slavery, 
about the year 1803, aud was principally raised in the city of Baltimore, 
where, iu the 24th year of bis age he was happily converted to God. In 
the workings of the old slavery system, he was brought to Louisiana, 
ubuut 1836, aud here the greater portion of his life was spent at hard 
labor, iu the city of New Orleans. 

He couimeuced preaching in 1850, under a permit given him by Rev. 
N. H. McTeyer— now Bishop McTeyer of the M. E. Church South— and 
continued to exercise his gifts in this way, as far as he was permitted to 
do so, under the old slavery regime. During the late war, he was taken 
over into Alabama in order to keep him away from the daylight of free- 
dom, already beginning to down about New Orleans, with the coming iu 
of the Union rmy. There he coutinued to preach and do good. After 
the surrender he returned to New Orleans a free man, full of faith and 
the Holy Ghost. The year before the organizat ion of our first Coufer- 
euc«: ot' the old ii. E. Church in Louisiana, he, in company with R v. 
Hau^y Kvau, went out under the direction of Rev. Dr. Newm.au, as mis- 
sionaries to the Freedmeu, up the Coast, as far as Baton Rouge. These 
men of God were the first really Itinerant preachers of our Church iu 
Louisiana since the war. 

At the famous Christmas Conference, organized and held by the sainted 
Bishop Thompson, in 1865, Brother Small was admitted on trial, and or- 
lai : ed a Deacon. His first appointment from the Bish p was to Alex- 
andria, where he continued by successive appointments, for three years. 

Iu December, 1867, ht> was ordained an Elder, by Bishop Ames. In 
.January, 18 9, he was appointed to First Street Church, in New Orleans. 
In January, 1870, he was appointed to Baton Rouge Station. Here he la- 
bored hard, both as a preacher and as a pastor. And hence, at the ensu- 
ing Conference, owing to failing health, he "sked and obtained a super- 
anuated relation. After Conference he removed to East Feliciana Parish. 
This was immediately adjacent to the Mt. Common Church, in East Feli- 
ciaua Parish Circuit — and this became one of Brother Small's most suc- 
cessful fields of hobor. Here surrounded by his brethren, friends and 
Sunday School scholars, Rev. Samuel M. Small died on the 12th day of 
October, 1873 — in the 70th year of his age. He closed his pilgrimage full 
of years, and full of honors, as a holy man of God, and a faithful minister 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. He died as he had lived, with strong faith in 
God, aud the redemption that is in Jesus Christ. His end was peace. 

He passed away without a struggle or a groan. Like an infant going to 

Bleep on its mother's arm, so, he, leaning on the arm of his God, sweetly 
asleep in Jesus"— aud leaves beind him an aged widow, to the care 

and sympathies of the Church.
